The Municipal Councils have the sole control and management of Slaughter houses and Markets, 
and the licensing of Carts and Carriages, and of Dogs, the straying of Stock and grazing of Cattle 
kept within the limits of the Municipalities; and all License Fees, Tolls, and Dues, and all Rents for 
Stalls, Cattle Pens, &e., are appropriated by the Council of the Municipality within which the same are 
levied. 


Nine Municipalities have been proclaimed under the provisions of “The Municipal Institutions’ 
Act, 1871.” 


Under authority of Act of Council 37th Victoria, No. 13, the Local Road Boards have power to 
issue Licenses to Carts and Carriages within their respective districts, and to appropriate the Fees arising 
therefrom.
